SOME CASES IN POINT. 


WE have had sent us recently several series of 
correspondence and instances in point, illustra- 
ting the grounds of complaint of the bookseller 
against the publisher. The printing of such 
correspondence itself, originally intended as 
private business letters, creates so much un- 
necessary ill-feeling, and is in other respects 
often so unadvisable, that we give the facts 
briefly by themselves. We should add that we 
are always glad to have such difficulties reported 
to us, because facts like these must ultimately 
produce their effect. 

1. We mentioned recently the case of a costly 
educational work, newly issued by a leading 
house, of which certain booksellers in this city, 
dealing with many teachers, took a fair supply. 
They quoted them to teachers at publishers’ net 
price, assuring these customers in all honesty 
that, since the discount was close, they could 
not be had at less at the publishers’, Several 
teachers went to the publishers, got their 10 per 
cent off, the same as the booksellers’, and put 
the latter down in their minds as not truthful. 
The inference was fair ; the publishers were re- 
sponsible for putting a responsible and honest 
house in this position. The explanation from 
the publishers was that they gave no discount 
outside the trade on educational books, except 
fo teachers and clergymen, at least a very large 
Proportion of those who would buy this book 
ata bookstore. These booksellers have been 
forced to the conclusion that they must confine 
their stock to one copy of this book, and lose 
money when they sell that. 

2. A religious publishing society, issuing 
many books itself and dealing in others, di- 
rectly stated to other publishers, who were en- 
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deavoring to do the honest thing of pricing 
books at the amount for which they meant them 
to be sold, that it offered its own and all other 
books in its own store at 20 per cent off. What 
it did, of course, was to put a false price on its 
books for the purpose of taking off a fifth— 
which, to our mind, is not religious. 

3. A college professor wrote to a leading 
house asking for their lowest prices on a cer- 
tain book, fo the trade, as his local booksellers 
bought for him. Their reply offered Aim the 
books at 40 off, but when the booksellers 
ordered them, they were billed at}. This par- 
ticular case was the mistake of a clerk, but it is 
so very like what has happened on the other 
lists, that the booksellers were justified in re- 
garding it as symptomatic. In other trades 
such information as to trade discounts would 
be courteously refused. 

4. The correspondent who writes in another 
column sends us letters showing that a specified 
book was advertised, in a circular sent direct to 
college professors, as “‘ reduced in price” to 
$3.50. The book was ordered by the local 
dealer for the professor through jobbers. The 
jobbers were charged by the publishers $3.34, 
and with their 5 per cent and postage added, the 
book cost the retailer $3.52. He /ost the two 
cents, his three cent stamp, and the time, 
trouble and cost of the correspondence. The 
publisher, on being appealed to, explained that 
the “ reduced” price was wet, from which the 
trade discount was‘‘ special.” Very “ special,” 
indeed ! 

Here are four transactions which have come 
to our knowledge inside of one month. We ask 
men of business who can think, to consider 
what it means. There is no other intelligent 
trade in the world that would do so foolish and 
wrong a thing. And all the time the same 
publishers are complaining that the retail trade 
carry and sell so few of their books. For not 
one of the publishers above cited deals exclu- 
sively or chiefly in educational books, and 
they all avowedly depend on the trade for 
most of their sales. 

We are surprised, and we may say grieved, 
that our correspondent elsewhere, who is an 
old reader and staunch friend of the WEEKLY, 
can so mistake our position. The very article 
from which he quotes was a plea for the protec- 
tion of retailers by honest prices with close dis 
counts, There is no “if” about it; by “ stiff 
prices” we mean that the publisher shall charge 
his own advertised price to outsiders, and we 
mean nothing else. That is the only method 
we can see for holding together any distributing 
system for the book trade. That the trade sales 
do not help to ‘‘ stiffen prices and make prices 
closer” we have more than once somewhat stren- 
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uously suggested. The wet system on school- 
books is already a farce, because the publisher 
is already trying to break it down with further 
discounts. But if the publisher will keep his 
word on that,and make his ‘prices really me¢ 
prices, with no discount except in quantities 
to the trade, there would be something of a 
chance for the retailer. Of course he must 
have more than five per cent. The education- 
al publisher may preferto get along without 
the bookseller, and waste his resources instead 
in buying in his rival’s books, but the general 
publisher cannot afford to despise his best 
helper. He is already complaining of the de- 
crease and decadence of bookstores ; why will 
he not open his eyes to the cause ? 





THE delay in the issue of our last number 
was one of the inevitables. Important lists did 
not reach us until Saturday, and to finish, set, 
correct, and print a thirty-column index was a 
work that could not be put through more rapid- 
ly thanit was done. If publishers’ copy, for such 
numbers, could reach us promptly, the inevita- 
ble could be averted, but we presume that in 
the millennium the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY will 
not be needed. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 
STIFFER PRICES AND CLOSER DISCOUNTS. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 26, 1880. 

A RECENT editorial in the PuBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY concludes as follows : 

‘* We would suggest [in place of raising the 
advertised retail prices of books to cover higher 
cost of manufacturing.—Ep.] that the wiser 
plan would be to hold to the present prices, 
stiffen them up, and make discounts closer. It 
will not then be possible for undersellers to 
make the marked reduction they now offer 
from advertised prices, and the ‘ usual dis- 
counts’ can with abundant reason be at least 
checked. We should be glad to hear from re- 
tailers themselves whether such a course would 
not, if they will think it out, promise direct 
benefit to them.” 

In answer to the above, I will suggest that 
you have a fair illustration of the workings of 
close discounts and low retail prices in the 
present school-book system. Ask any retail 
bookseller if he likes the change from the old 
system. In the correspondence and printed 
circular herewith enclosed (sent direct to my 
customer) you have an example of the tendency 
to ‘* lower retail prices and stiffening discounts” 
(by taking the starch out of the retailer). You 
say that higher discounts offer temptation to 
undersellers. We are therefore to infer that 
the reverse policy would take the back-bone 
out of the underseller; but what if the under- 
seller is the publisher himself or one of his 
special customers, /arge buyers like the Amer- 
ican Book Exchange, or other parties who are 
flooding the country with their ‘‘ marvellous 
offers.” 

—,! 0 particularize: some time ago a large house 
cut down their discounts to twenty-five per 
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cent on all orders less than $—, and x 
the same time, professed to have lowered the;, 
retail prices (so they did to a very limited e,. 
tent). Now, Aow did it benefit the retailer? Diy 
that particular house send one book less to the 
trade sales to be sold at from forty per cent io 
anything off and go into the old hands to py; 
against your twenty-five pef cent and freight? 

‘* Stiffen prices and make discounts close,” 
is a good idea for the publisher, no doubt, by 
I for one. protest against the extension of 
a system of lowering discounts. Lower 0; 
stiffen prices as you see proper, but give us , 
chance. If it could be satisfactorily shown tha 
the publisher would adhere strictly to retail 
prices to all outside of the trade, and would 
protect his goods and the trade proper (i.¢., the 
distributing bookseller) from the book ex. 
changes, book butchers, cheap Johns, etc,, 
etc., 1 would then be instantly and unanimously 
in favor of low retail prices and close dis. 
counts. — 





POSTAL MATTERS. 


Mr. CHARLEs HuTcuins, General Business 
Agent of the A. B. C. F. M., has received the 
following decision from the Post-Office Depart. 
ment: 

“ All printed matter entitled to transmission 
in the United States domestic mails as ‘second 
class’ can be sent to the Hawaiian Kingdom 
at the rates of domestic postage prescribed by 
the Act of March 3, 1879, for second class mat. 
ter.” 

By this decision the postage on all American 
periodicals, when sent by the publishers to sub- 
scribers at the Sandwich Islands, will hereafter 
be two cents per pound. As publishers can 
only pay to San Francisco, the Hawaiian post- 
age being paid at the Islands, this decision is 
evidently just.
